Veteran's Agent 

Bob Peters, Town Accountant, 
told the selectmen that he had 
checked with the Veteran’s Agent, 
Fred, Horton, and that about $4000 
would undoubtedly be needed for 
Veteran's affairs at the end of 
June. The rate of expenditures are 
far in excess of that of,the past 
three years, Peters said, with a 
balance now of about $2900, with 
ue) of that being already allocat- 
ed. 

In the budget for the year, only 
$1500 had been anticipated for one 
particular type of aid, and $2500 
has had to be spent, so far this 
year. He thought that the Finance 
Committee should be told of the 
impending need, so that they may 
plan their allocations properly. 

Charles H. Black suggested that 
Peters report back about the first 
of June, with the picture as it 
would be at that time, so that prop- 
er action could be taken. 


A letter was read from Patrick 
H. Thibeau, Sanitarian, who had 
been investigating reports that res- 
idents of North Reading were hav- 
ing their sewer systems blocked up, 
by back water from Martin's 
Brook, The North Reading resi- 
dents live near Martin's pond. 
Thibeau reported that his in- 
vestigation showed that the high 
water was due to two causes. The 
first of these was the normal high 
water of the season, and the sec- 
ond because of poor dminage. He 
found that there was a bridge, over 
the brook, where it empties from 
the pond, and that there was poor 
maintainence there, with the Fé

The Board also reveived a third 
letter, this from Thibeau, under the 
date of April 12th, which recom: 
mended a third means of egress 
from the second floor. 

Members of the board were 
somewhat critical of the fact tht 
letters about the buildings were 
directed to them, because at the 
Present time, under the Town 
Charter, the Town Manager is re- 
sponsible for the school buildings. 
The criticism was first voiced = 
Miss Eleanor Grimes, and John 
Hartnett later moved that the 
Board send a letter to the Board 
of Health, stating that under the 
charter the School Committee has 
no jurisdiction over the school bui 
dings. This was voted.

_ Last year's financial experience 
in a big manufacturing company, is 
fairly typical, It paid salaries and 
other employee costs of $1,146,700- 
000. It declared dividends of $121,- 
600,000, which went to the share- 
owners who made its existence pos- 
sible. And it set aside for taxes the 
neat sum of $422,500,000. After 
government takes this first bite out 
of the owner's earnings, it takes a 
second bite of what is left and paid 
him in dividends. 

In other words, the workers get 
the biggest cut of the financial pie. 
Government is next, and owners 
run third. The facts are the irrefut- 
able answer to those who still say 
that profits and dividends account 
for a big proportion of industry's 
income,

LITTLE LEAGUE AUCTION 


The Wilmington Little League

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FREEDOM 
MADE THIS POSSIBLE 


Dr. Gunnar Gundersen of La 
Crosse, Wisconsin made this mem- 
orable statement in a paper read 
te a conference of the American 
Hpspital Association: _ “Freedom 
has made this country strong. Its 
accomplishment during its less than 
two cénturies are the marvel of the 
modern world. Freedom has created 
the modern hospitals of — today. 
They have, in large measure, grown 
and developed on a free, voluntary 
basis. Freedom has seen our volun- 
tary hospital and medical care pro- 
grams develop at a rate of: speed 
and to a size believed to be beyond 
achievement, and the end is not yet 
in sight. Freedom has seen the de- 
velopment of medical science and 
medical practice in this country, 
which is second to none. Freedom 
has made all this possible without 
compulsion, without government 
enactment, without police action, 
and without licensure you 
and I can hold fast to freedom the 
future has nothing to fear.” 

All the details and controversies 
to one side, here is the strongest 
possible argument against social- 
ized medicine, government domin- 
ation of medicine, or any variant 
thereof. It is a case where the rec- 
ord speaks for itself. In no other 
major power has there been such 
improvement in the health stand- 
ards of the people, In no other is 
so vast a wealth of medical service 
available -- measured either in 
terms of quality or terms of quan- 
tity. In no other have so many peo- 
ple yoluntarily insured themselves 
against illness and accident -- the 
number is now past the 100,000 
mark. And in no other does the fu- 
ture hold so much promise for still 
greater achievement 


The USS Holland, the Navy's 
first submarine, carried a crew of 
five men and three short torpedoes.
